Cooper gives valuable documents 
to Institute of Air and Space Law

Servine now as a Guest Lec- 
turer, Professor Cooper was the 
first director of tbe Institute 
and is a former vice-president 
of Pan American Airways. 

During the presentation ce- 
remony. Professor Maxwell Co- 
hen, the incumbent director, 
stated that the papers "are very 
important and practical." "They 
will give McGiU a rich source 
of original information on major 
developments . in modem aWa- 
tion and space law." V.

, After a twelve-year tenure 
as vice-president of Pan Amer- 
ican Airways, he resigned in 
1046 to engage full time in stu- 
dy, research and writing on in- 
ternational air transport and 
law.

Pearson is a socialist, 
Wooiiiams tells PC's

"I deny ever saying Lester Pearson Was a conitmunist, but he is certainly a socialist." This 
opinion was voiced by Eldon Wooiiiams, Conservative MP for Bow River, Alberta, in an attack on 
socialism mode to the McGill PC's last Friday. 



A noted rightist, Wooiiiams not 
only called the Prime Minister in 
particular a socialist, but also put 
the label on the whole Liberal 
Party. 

Birds of a fea|her 

Recalling the last election cam- 
paign when he saw Pearson and 
"that decrepit socialist, Hazen Ar- 
gue" embrace publicly, be declared 
that "birds of a feather flock to- 
gether, and birds V of red 'feathers 
roost.together." ' 
, Wooiiiams apologized .for his 
generation and the one preceding 
it "for taking away part of our 
freedom by passing legislation 
which&brlngs ■ us closer to the 
dutcli^f'soclidism."

"When you leave university and 
go out into the world, the weight 
of socialist legislation will have 
the effect of stifling your creativity 
and suppressing some of your op- 
portunity." 

Wooiiiams then proceeded to 
condemn socialism in all its forms. 

"An ounce of freedom is worth 
more than a pound of security," he 
declared. 

t 

Busineu partner 
. I'ln a welfare state, your biggest 
partner in business Is the govern- 
ment," Wooiiiams said. "Is this 
the way it should be 7" . 

"In pure socialism," he conti- 
nued, "the government expropri- 
ates all property and means of 
production, and compensates the 
people for it. But in the long run, 
all this compcnsion is taxed away." 

Wooiiiams then compared this 
with communism, where there is 
no compensation to the people. 



"Socialism and communism arc 
the same thing, in that they both 
have the same end. The only dif- 
ference is that in one the means 
to the end is by legislation, in the 
other it is by violence." 

Industrial sheep 
Describing what happens to the 
individual under socialism, Wooi- 
iiams said that "the will of man is 
softened; his intellect stupified. 
Man becomes a timid industrial 
animal, a sheep with the govern- 
ment as the shepherd." 

Noting the world trend towards 
socialism, Wooiiiams called stu- 
dents to "get off (he road to social 
welfare, and regain again the same 
enterprising spirit that our an 
eestors had as they travelled west". 

"Students," he appealed, "Say- 
''What can I do for Canada', not — 
What can Canada do for me.' "

eus postpones 
Que&ec Aisirlhufm 
of Campus Canada 

OTTAWA (CUP) - Quebec 
'distribution of the CUS-sponsor- 
ed magozine Campus Canada 
has been delayed by the Cana- 
dian Union of Students since 
doubts have been cost on the 
quality of the written French in 
some sections of the magazine. 

"At first glance our people have 
found several errors," said Dave 
Jenkins, CUS president "So we're 
holding up distributfon in Quebec 
while we check every French story. 
If the French is bad. then the ma- 
gazine can't be distributed in Que- 
bec, unless we wish to insult our 
French-Canadian readers." 
French fine 

But Quebec deputy minister ot 
culture, Guy Fregault and leading 
separatist Pierre Bourgault,' visit- 
ing the University of British Co- 
lumbia (whore the hi-cultural ma- 
gazine is published) for French 
Canada Week said that the maga- 
zine's French is fine. 

The difficulties apparently arose 
when une publishers were unable 
to send final proofs of the maga- 
zine to eus for a final check ot 
the Frcncli. The first issue which 
appeared last February had to bo 
pulled out of circulation because 
of "glaring errors" in the French 
text whicli occurred since final 
proofs were left unread. 

Minor mistakes 

Fregault, wlien sliown a copy 
of the masazino, said the mistakes 
were of a minor nature. "It is very 
difficult for even a French-Cana- 
dian to learn the rules for break- 
ing words at the end of the line."

For the past three weeks the Daily has traced the 
progress of Gordon Echenberg and Richard Currie 
through the British Isles. They were sent over by the 
university to represent McGill in a whirlwind debating 
trip, ofter on open eliminatiori contest had chosen 
theiT) OS the two best suited to carry our colours 
overseas. Indeed, the choice of the judges has been 
iustified, if one looks at the excellent record which 
our dei»3te^established. 

Trips to Great Britain ore very costly and, while 
recognizing the value of debating, one might still ask 
whether such annbitious undertakings ore justified. 
In bur opinion there can be no doubt but that these 
trips are well worth while and should be undertaken 
as often as possible. 

A^ore than mere debaters, Echenberg and Currie 
were roving ambassadors of McGill for a three week» 
period.

Gentlemen, we 
congratulate you on a very successful trip, welcome 
you home, and hope that you will always carry the 
memories of your tour as McGill's ambassadors to 
the Court of St. James.'

Dear. Sir: , 

In reference to Mr. S. J. "Vfin- : 
disch's letter of November 8, I 
would suggest that Mr. Windisch 
look again , the Student's 
Handbook. If he docs, he will 
find that there Is not "a rich va- 
riety of undtrgraduate organ- 
izations on the campus." Rather 
he, will find that tliere exists a 
"rich variety" of organizations 
well-adapted to the interests of 
all students. Such clubs as the 
CHESS CLUB, and the DUPLL 
GATE DIUDGE CLUB, just to 
name a couple, cater to the in- 
terests that do not change si- 
gnificantly, with graduates. 
There arc very few clubs and 
societies which cater specifically 
to the interests of undergradua- 
tes only. 

Mr. S., J.. Windisch suggests 
that ' thel^ post-graduates are 
offering to pay $14.50 to subsid- 
ize undergraduate activities. I 
would like to know if ho consi- 
ders the McGill Conference on 
World Affairs an undergraduate ^ 
monopoly. If he does, he is sure- 
ly mistaken. The M.C.W.A. with 
a budget of over $5,000 was 
considered . a great success 
mainly because . it catered to 
undergraduates, post-graduates, 
and professors. AH Mr. Win- 
disch .had to.dolbi^ljerify this is 
to look, at thef impressive list 
of delegates who" attended the

Hence Mr. Windisch, I sug-. 
gest that the . $14.50 that post- 
graduates are. offering to pay is- 
not a generous donation from 
donors without an interest but' 
that this is the cost of main- 
taining â student society with 
a large number of diverse acti- 
vities for students with differ- 
ing interests. ~U ■ the post-gra- 
duates refuse to take advantage 
of these activities, I do not be- 
lieve this can be considered an 
example of post-gradiiatc gene- 
rosity. Rather it is an example 
of their own apathy.

Dear Sir, 

We .hope the interesting letter 
on Women in . medicine . which 
- appeared on ' Monday in the 
Daily was not written by a me- 
dicar school applicant who was . 
beaten "by a few marks" by a 
girl. The author '^'Eli" main- 
tains that North • American 
woman does not fully appreciate 
the social responsibility which 
she assumes upon, entry . into 
medical school; one hopes that 
perhaps he could ; be induced 
to evaluate the contribution to 
society of many male medical 
school graduates who justify 
their expensive training by ex- 
tracting à great deal ;6tf money 
from' their grateful patients. 

Beforé.^moving to: our^^point 
we must^'conrectEli's'ligures. He 
asserts. : that: "Well below 60% 
of them (women graduates of 
medical schools) ever practice 
medicine".' In consulting a num- 
ber of studies of women gra- 
duates of U.S. schools we found 
that the lowest figures given 
for women practising full-tlma 
' upon graduation (we stress this 
. because the writer of the arti- 
cle states that "the woman me- 
dic has a strong social obliga- 
tion to practice medicine not 
only part lime, but full time 
once she has become' quali- 
fied") was 49%; most gave a 
figure between 80%-90% (sour- 
ces supplied on request). 

Has Eli ever considered what 
society owes to women doctors ? 
In North America society is al- 
most organized to ensure that a 
woman with prc-school or young 
children cannot leave them to 
practice medicine or any other 
profession. Nursery schools 
with competent personnel char- 
ging reasonable fees scarcely 
exist; responsible home help is 



almost impossible to find and ' 
such help is not tax deductible. 
Tho weight of public opinion 
will be against her even if she 
leaves her children in the best 
of hands. Add to this the fact 
that our society, like Eli, makes 
the- man's career the standard 
and refuses to make concessions 
to the woman's life cycle so that 
her talents can be utilised and 
her social obligations fulfilled 
without sacrificing a normal 
desire for home and family, and 
you have a situation with which 
only the strongest will be able 
to contend. 

Does Eli suggest that women 
qualifying for medical school 
pledge never to marry? Without 
dwelling on the obvious injus-_ 
tice of this It seems to us that' 
this would be the one sure way 
to keep women out of medical 
school. Fortunately the deans 
of medical schools seem to feel 
that women do have a contribu- 
tion to make to medicine.

The CUCND, holding its Fede- 
ral Conference this week in Mont- 
real, passed the resolution ' late 
. last night after two days of debate 
In policy' discussion groups. The 
NATO withdrawal had been con- 
sidered and rejected at the last 
Federal conference. 

Also approved in essence was 
the concept of an independent and 
non-committed Canadian foreign 
policy, frequently referred to as 
"positive neutralism". This . policy 
envisages Canada's role in inter- 
national affairs as one of 'mediator 
between East and West. 

Opening session 
' Delegates and observers at Sa- 
turday's , opening session of the 
Federal Conference heard David 
McReynolds, American pacifist, de- 
liver a keynote address which stres- 
: sed the need for Canadian with- 
drawal from NATO for. i^t to play' 
any role in achlevihg:peace. .. 

Ihe- decisiori 'tb • withdrawi- he 
' suggested,, would vastly' ' inia«ase 



Canadian influence in both East 
and West and among non-commit 
ted nations. McReynolds, a mem- 
ber of . the War Resisters League, 
admitted that .unilateral disarm' 
ament was impossible in the US or 
USSR, but said not in Canada, Ja- 
pan or England, which could, real- 
istidally rcly.on US'miUtary might 

Bloc break-up 

Opting out. of NATO, he says, 
can be our only useful function in 
world politics, by contributing to 
the break-up of great blocs. Nation- 
alism is already ip ' the process of 
thawing out the cold war by pre- 
venting the erection of two mono- 
lithic alliances. Canada should, he 
feels, assume leadership of the 
emerging non-aligned bloc. 

"I' am for the . test-ban," he said, 
"but I find it basically meaning- 
less and even dangerous to the 
peace: movement. It has. raised 
hopes without having achieved 
anything. Testing .goes on undcr-

Dr. Selye then gave examples 
from his own work" on "stress". He 
showed that an animal, after hav- 
ing been Injected with an ovarian 
hormone, and then subjected to 
the stress -of . not being able to 
move, deyelopéd bleeding . ulcers 
as .well' as many' other, adverse 
symptoms. 

Agents of, stress 

By various experiments, he pro^ 
ceedcd to show that stress itself 
causes tho physical changes, and 
any agent accompanied . by stress 
will produce. the same «ffects. 
.In' subsequent study of- the vari- 
ous-origans, be. discdveréd that the 
only favourable ' reaction of the 
body to stress . was tlie production 
of adronocortical ' hormones. ' These 
are how used to~ relieve cases of 
stress in man. 

"The reason no one thought of 
the direct effect of stress before," 
Dr. Selye explained, "was because 
the conclusion was always reach- 
ed that the agent itself caused the 
results, and this .prejudice had : to 



, He said that he 
bunself had' not noticed it during 
many previous experiments. 

-"There is too much emphasis on 
formal training, in both methods 
and texts," he stated. î'The ad- 
vanced, electronic instruments pro- 
duce only further developments, 
not discoveries. ■ . 
•Instrumentation, mathematics 
and • rules of logic are seco~ndary 
to the discovery of biological re- • 
actions. These advanced téchniques
